WASHINGTON, April 1.—Senor Romero, 


tho Mexican Minister, was shown yester- 
day u tologram from Austin, Tex., to the 
effect that he was trying to present a 
claim against 'the State of Texas, to* tw 
l>ulil out of the indemnity award now 
ponding in Congress. He said that the in- 
quiry of hln had been completely mtaun-

explanation:

numicutod to the Mexican Government 
extracts from a letter signed by Mr. B. 
Nlckallt, representing the Peruvian bond- 
holders, addressed to Senor Don Avubro- 
«lo Mont, Chilian Minister in London, 
and published in the Titnei in that city of 
November 20,1887, stating that Texas took 
upon ttHolf in a convention ot November 
M, 1*10, a portion of the oapital'bf the for> 
olpn debt ]ii-evlonsly contracted by Mex- 
ico. Thn Mexican Government did not 
norm to have any knowledge of that tran- 
saction, and requested Honor Romero to 
obtain information of the same, Senor 
Komoro found In the British and foreign 
Btate papers for 18.10-41, in the library 
of the 
State Department, a conven- 


tion xi^ued in London, November 14,1810, 
between Uruut Britain 
nnd Texas, in 


which it was agreed that "In case that 
Mexico should sign the treaty of peace 
•with Texas within six months from that 
date, Texas would take upon Itself a por- 
tion amounting to one million pounds ol 
tho forelgi dobt contracted by the Repub- 
lic of Mexico before the 1st of January, 
1386". As no treaty of peace was con- 
cluded within the time specified, the con- 
ditional promise of Texas endod by lim- 
itation.

Un- 
fortunately, Governor Ross misunderstood 
Honor Romero's purpose, and, supposing 
that lie intended to claim something from 
Toxivu on the ground of that convention,

tween Mexico and Texas, stating that his 
only ohjent in obtaining information on 
thi-i question was of an historical nature, 
and withdrawing at once his request foi 
information to Governor Ross, as his In- 
qulriex \voro HO grossly misunderstood. 


In conclusion, 8emor Romorosaid that 11 


he had hud any thought inimical to Texas,

Third—To make such changes In law relating 


to taxation and revenue as may be most con- 
sistent with the Interest of the people, with th< 
view.of a more-uniform and just assessment 
cert&in collection and a consideration of thi 
advisability of reducing the present tax rate. 


Fourth—To make such alteration In the pres- 


ent law regarding the public education of th< 
youth ot our State as may be found necessary, 
and appropriations to puy any- Indebtedness 
that may have accrued by reason thereof; to 
make appropriation for our various charitable 
Institutions requisite to their more extended 
usefulness and betterment, and for a geologic- 
al survey of the State, If demanded by general 
public Interest.

UNPARALLELED KAPID1TY. 


An Important BUI Railroaded Through 
the Maryland Legislature. 


ANNAPOUS, Md., April 2.—The bill reg- 


ulating the price of gas in Baltimore City 
at $1.25 per one thousand feet, has met 
with the most violent opposition from the 
gas company ever since it was first intro- 
duced in the legislature. It had paisei 
the House, and yesterday was on the third 
reading file, and would have to come up 
for final passage at noon. At 2:30 p. m 
it was discovered that the bill had been ab- 
stracted from the file,. and a thorough 
search of the State-house failed to dis- 
cover it. 


There was a general bowl of indignation 


and members formerly opposed to the 
measure, declared they would now vote 
for it. 


Governor Jackson came over to the 


Capitol building and sucfgasted that a new 
bill be formed immediately. This was 
done and all other business was post- 
poned, so that the new gas bill might 
have precedence. The rules were sus- 
pended and it was read a first lime a 
8:80p.m. At8 p. m. it had passed its 
third reading, and was sent to the House 
where the same precedence was given it 


At 11 p. m. the bill had finally passec 


the House, and the Governor, who hail al 
the while watched its progress, immedi- 
ately signed it and it became a law. 


This is a piece of legislative railroading 


without a parallel in this State and per- 
haps in the country.

EASTER ADDRESS BY KEY. JAMES MILLEB. 
The Easter sermon was delivered by 


lev. James Miller, pastor of the First 
I. E. Church. It was an eloquent and 
,ble address, giving a clear insight to the 
irinoiples taught by the Knights. The 
:eit was: 
EPHESIANB 6:13—"Wherefore take unto you the 
whole armour of God, that ye inay.be able to 
withstand in the evil day, and having done all 
to stand." 
Man is endowed by his Creator with an Instinct 
1 worship, and lie carries that Instinct witli him 
nto every realm of thought and Into every 
phere of action. Hence it is that all the vices 
f humanity, all the corruptions of society, all 
;he revolting forms of lust, ambition, avarice, 
irkle and appetite have sought to vindicate 
hemselves by the sanctions of religion and de- 
elop themselves by means of Its sacred rites. 
Hence it Is that every system of religion that 
he world has ever had lias eventually become 
orrupt and failed to accomplish its n.ission as 
m uplifting force in human history. Under the 
nlluence ol this instinct of worship through all 
iges, man has displayed an inveterate tendency 
o Jetlshisui or the worship of thlnga, places* 
imes, &c. Agencies that were primarily intend- 
d to aid the mlml In Its conceptions of the invis- 
ble, the Intangible, the spiritual, were, through 
a gradual and unconscious process, exalted to 
eal objects of worship, aud superseded aud ou- 
cured the divine qualities of character they 
vere intended to emphasise and portray. This 
nveterate tendency of the human mind has not 
only shown Itself m all tile old religions of Ihe 
vorld, but In Christianity itself, 
f n many chris- 
lan cathedrals, as well as in less pretentious 
louses of worship, the crucillx, the aitar, the 
irlest, the Image of the virgin and other ol>- 
ects which worn primarily intended to aid the 
iilnd in its effort to grasp abstract religious 
,ruth, have lost their real significance and have 
tecome prime objects of .ruvereuce aud trust, 
obscuring instead of aiding, the spiritual appre- 
lension of the worshiper and centering his In- 
erest In themselves Instead of God. Nor is this 
tendency confined to the Bomamstlc typ» of 
Christianity; it has shown Itself with persistent 
nveteracy in the history of Protestantism. 
Jevereuce for the creed, the Sabbath, the minls- 
«r, the sacraments, the ritual, und in later 
Imes Easter and other sacred days have been 
substituted for that spiritual worship which 
alone Is acceptable to God, Nor is Christian 
Knighthood Itself free from this same tendency 
of fetishism which marks the history of religion 
through all the past. The sepulcher aud ascen- 
sion scenes, the triangle, the burning tapers, the 
cross, the swonl anu buckler, the instruments 
and ritual, all represent to us great spiritual 
realities that Immeasurably transcend every- 
thing tangible; and yet how few of us ever pcne- 
:rate beneath the surface and stand face to face 
spiritually with the Great Invisible. 
It is for these reasons that I turn aside on this 
occasion from the usual topic of the day to dis- 
cuss questions of more practical and vital Inter- 
est to the well-being of society than the mere 
celebration of even tnat transcendent event in 
the history ot the world, the resurrection ot oiir 
Lord Jesus Christ from the. dead. .Kar be It 
'ron\ me, in any respect, to mlulty the Infinite 
mportance of that event. And yet It seems to 
me that to treat It as the fundamental fact of 
Christian history, which by common consent has 
been placed beyond debate und doubt, is to 
icnor it infinitely more than any drapery, tlosel; 
jeremouy aiid.discussion can ever do by Daunt* 
ng it before the public mind on stated occasions 
until It becomes S wearisome mandatory or a 
meaningless superstition. Instead of this great 
question then, let <he ask you to consider to-day 
The Aggressive Militancy of Christian Agencies 
as they present themselves unaer thefonowlng 
outline; Tlie Cimflct, The Weapon*, The. Can- 
quest. 
Christianity, in Its mission of mercy to man, 
has always fiad to encounter three formidable 
obstacles: Jgnnrance,SeIlislmeiis andSuperetltion.

Bo profoudly Impressed were the aiicli 
IB magnitude ot the evils of ignom 
Ihe magnitude ot the evils of ignorance that 
they were wont to ascribe to it every form of sin 
and look upon it ai the fruitful mother of all 
vice. There was only one evil afflicting the 
moral life of society, and that was Ignorance; 
and only one remedy, and that was knowledge. 
Now, while this extreme view cannot be main- 
tained by those who live In the light of a Chris- 
thin civilization, it nevertheless remains true 
that Christian agencies which seek to bring man 
to bis true sell aud raise him to his highest pos- 
sibilities both for time and eternity, have no 
greater and formidable obstacle to cope with 
than that of Ignorauce. Ignorance of physical 
laws,-of the Intellectual powers, of the great 
principles which underly the permanent organi- 
zation of human socletv aud of man's relations 
to Uod and the future lit'', havtt been among the 
most fruitful sources that have afflicted human- 
ity with untold miseries since the dawn of his- 
tory. Hence how to mitigate, neutralize aud 
eventually destroy the ignorance that affects 
human' society, is one of the supreme problems 
ol Christian endeavor. 
But ignorance is not the only foe that the 
Christian warrior has to confront in his battle 
for the right.. Selfishness Is as innate in human 
nature as Ignorance is universal, and even after 
ignorance has been largely dissipated and the 
understanding has grasped the great and funda- 
mental truths underlying duty and desUnyjel- 
flshoess still rises in its might and repudiates 
the demands of the understanding and the con- 
science. This selflshness, rooted lu the very 
core of man's, moral nature, is the essence of 
sin—the germ from which its well-defined varie- 
ties spring, The varieties—appetite, lust, anibl- 
tlon. avarice, hypocrisy—with all their various 
shadlngs and wemMngj Enumerable, are sim- 
ply forms ot the one principle ot selfishness, 
wniehjiromn one aspect or another according 
the eWr-varyiufrpsydiologteal predinposltlbu;

forces ot heredity and environment. The Invet- 
eracy of this principle shows itseU not only noi 
mainly In the lives of those who have given 
themselves over to a career of ungodliness, bu 
also and especially In the .lives of those who 
under the regenerating Influences of dtvin< 
grace, are nobly striving to repress every cvi 
tendency ot their nature and rise to the stature 
of higher manhood which is perfectly exempli 
fled only In the character ot Jesus of Nazareth 
This moral contradiction of every

ingagaluBt the 
spirit, and the spirit against the flesh,' is the 
supreme demonstration ot the In-born and in- 
eradicable selfishness of human nature. 
Then, besides Ignorauce and selflslmess.Chris- 
tiau conflict finds itself confronted with that 
Phenomenal and unexpUcable type of human 
degeneracy which we call superstition. It has 
penetrated into every land. It has Interwoven 
Itself with every interest and Institution of hu- 
man Ufe, military, political, commercial, social, 
domestic and religious. It has smitten with its 
blighting and withering influences every great 
religion of the past. It has entered every Chris- 
tian home aud has shattered s»me of the bright- 
est hopes and perverted many of the noblest 
natures of the eighteen centuries of Christian 
history. It has hampered and stultified the 
loftiest instincts, corrupted and degraded the 
purest consciences and rendered hard and 
heartless some of the gentlest natures of the 
past. It has even projected Itself into the fu- 
ture life, and has created in the imagination, of 
man the most distorted and revolting images of 
the world" to come. A heaven where sensuality, 
rapacity and despotism are supreme. Alien 
where demons and tortures, tire and sulphur, 
awaits its victims to consume them with unceas- 
ing agonies .through endless ages. Such are 
some of the blighting effects of superstition upon 
what might otherwise have been among the 
fairest portions of our Christian civilization. 
Let us consider the weapons with which the 
Jhriatian warrior must arm himself it he would 
oiercome these adverse forces. These are Truth, 
Integrity, Charity, Spirituality. 
The girdle of truth. The conflict in which we 
are engaged is not a clashing of swords but of 
deas. It we would dissipate the mists of igno- 
rance and error we muat know the truth. Hence 
every Christian warrior muet be first an honest 
eeeker after truth. He must know the truth of 
nature because much of the woe of society is the 
esult of ignorance of natural law. He must 
each men to reverence nature on her lower.as 
well as on her higher side. He must understand 
he laws of mind and the workings of the human 
icart. He must grasp the fundamental relation- 
hips of human society, domestic, eocial. com- 
mercial, political and religious, which root 
hemeelTes in the laws ot mind. He must pene- 
ra:e into the mystery of those subtler forcea of 
he human spirit which give man his kinship to 
Bod and constitute the guarantee ot an endless 
destiny, He must marshal the fiicts of history 
according to their organic classifications under 
ho laws of mind and press them with resistless 
orce against the ignorance which belts t,o globo 
with a girdle of night. He must know the truth 
of revelation not only as theory but as fact veri- 
fied and attested by a living experience of its 
aving power. 
The Christian warrior must not only possess 
nd wear the girdle of truth, but the breastplate 
>f integrity. 
. There i» an aphorism which Bays "An honest 
man is the nobleet work of God." Be that as it 
may, it is noTertnolens certainly true that witli- 
nt Christian integrity Christian-ideas will never 
onnner the world. The truth must be exempli- 
ed by right hripg even through sacrifice and 
personal discipline. To hold Christian.W in 
heory and deny it in practice u the most enect- 
ve method we can adopt to convince men that 
we do not believe it, and the most short and 
ure way of exciting their deserved and lasting 
ontempt. 
Another weapon of the Christian warrior in his 
onrlict with Bin is charity. Feet shod with the 
ospeL The good news of God's love to man. 
f selfishness is the essence of sin, love in the 
essence of salvation. He that loveth is born of 
oil and knoweth God. He that dwelleth in lore 
Iwelloth in God end God in him. Hereby know 
re the love of God, in that he laid down his life 
or us, and we ought to lay down our lives for 
lie brethren. This is the law of Christian cou- 
ict and love is the weapon by which selfishness 
B to be overcome. Christ proposes to conquer 
lie world by an embodied, an incarnate gospel. 
Fa feed the hungry, clothe the naked,.bind up 
ihe wounds of the afflicted; to hare the heart 
" 'ee from enmity and ill will and to exercise 
jercy and magnanimity toward an enemy—these 
re the supreme endowments of the Christian 
warrior and the guarantee of his ultimate tri- 
,mph. 
The last great weapon of the Christian con- 
ueror that I shall name is Spirituality, which 
mbraces the shield of faithtthe helmet ot salva- 
)ion, the sword of the spirit and the power of 
•rayer. 
Spirituality is the consciousness of access to 
}oa by faith through prayer and the oonsoious- 
ees of a Divine response through the operation 
f the Holy Spirit issuing in personal salvation, 
nd this is the soul's groat weapon for its own 
etense against its lower self and against oxter- 
ul influences. Hir Knights, you cannot resist 
rhe power of temptation ana the pressure of ex- 
arnal infiuenoes without the consciousness of a 
piritual alliance with God. This spirituality is 
IBO the mightiest weapon of the soul in its ag- 
ressive movements for the conquest of the 
vorld. You may unfold to man a magnificent 
ystem of Christian ideas and ethics. Yon may 
xemplity before them a matchless type of man- 
ood. You may be actuated by a broad and gon- 
rous spirit of hnmanitariamam, but unless you 
onvince them that you owe your magnificent 
deas, your matchless character and your eener- 
us spirit to a conscious, constant and living 
llianca with God, you will not succeed in turn- 
ng them from their sins to a life of righteous- 
ess and obedience to God nnd his law, for "The 
veapons of our warfare are not carnal but 
nighty through God to the pulling down of 
trongholds." 
Finally, let me ask you to consider the con- 
nests of Christianity and history: 
. It conquered Judaism, dssimulatiug, consecru- 
:ng and transforming its .best man and its uui- 
ersal elements of truth and power, leaving the 
uek and refuse of its ritual, its forme and its 
ationality to an inevitable process of di.'inte- 
gration and decay. 
It conquered heathenism. After three contu- 
ies of matchless conflict with every conceivable 
orm of superstition, vice, crime, lust, cruelty 
nd despotism, the great Roman Empire fluc- 
umbed to ite power, and placed her vast re- 
ources of wealth, military genius, commerce 
nd jurisprudence at the disposal and direction 
f Christian enterprise. 
It conquered Mohamedanism. Mohamedanism 
lad its mission. When Christianity, under the 
nfluenceof wealth, luxury and Imperial patrou- 
ge, had lost its spirituality, and had became tlio 
~nere husk and shell of its former self; when her 
imple and magnificent spiritual worship had 
egenerated into a gigantic system of idolatry.. 
Vhen the worship of a creed and of the church 
tad been substituted for the worship of God; 
when gross ignorance had settled down upon the 
ivilized world, through the repressive force of 
»co]esiastical despotism, then God raised up Mn- 
amed to chastize the church and wrench from 
er grasp the stupfiudous power which she was 
iaiding to curse the world with a more blind- 
ng and revolting superstition than heathenism 
ad .ever known. But whon that chastisement 
ad done its work and had fnimod to a rlame the 
mouldering embers of intellectual activity 
vhich the church had well nigh wholly oxtin- 
uished, Mqhumedanism had done its work and 
enceforth ite mission was not to rule the civiii- 
ation but the barbarism mid semibarburism of 
he world. Whoa Charles Martel arrested its 
'.uropean progress -ami drove it back to its 
.siatic home that was the death knoll of ita »d~ 
anoement along the path of progressive history 
nd the birth of a new civilization impregnated 
nd vitalized with ciiriatiau ideas and Christian 
innciples. 
Christianity conquered Romanism, itself a 
paganized form of cliriftian degeneracy. Centn- 
ies of ecclesiastical despotism and priestly su- 
perstition, during which intellectual activity was 
paralyzed and moral progress arrested, culmina- 
ed in an intellectual and spiritual revolt that 
ave birth to th? reformation. 
Luther with his Hible, Bacon with his Iniluc- 
ive Science, and Newton with his Astronomy, 
woke the world from its intellectual aud moral 
tupor and ushered iu.a new era in the intellec- 
:nal and religions progress of humanity. "Chris- 
iauity, purged from the.dross of ite former su- 
perstitions, enthroned itself at the head of a now 
ivilization and directed and controlled its 
iphtieet movements for three centuries. 
Finally Christianity conquered despotism and 
rected the monument of its triumph in our 
iinericau institutions guaranteeing to us politi- 
al and religions liberty for all classes of people, 
egardless of creed,.color or caste. But the COD- 
lueats of the post are destined to be overBhad- 
>wed by those of the future ; when the moun- 
uiu of the Lord's house shall be established 
ipon the top of the mountains and ail nations 
hall flow into it; when they shall beat their 
words into plowshares bnd their spear* into 
iruning hooks; when nation shall not lift up 
word against imtiou, neither shall they learn 
~'ar any more; when the reign of Emanuel, the 
Wnce of Peace, the Captain of our Salvation, 
hull be perfect and everlasting.
